NEW LEGISLATION 


ACCESSORIES TO & ABETTORS 
OF CRIME 


IMPORTANT AMENDMENT 


. A Bill. intituled an Ordinance 
to’ amend the law‘ relating to ac- 
cessories to and abettors of in- 
dictable offences is to be introduc- 
ed-into the Legislative Council at 
next meeting. 

It is stated under “Objects and 
Reasons”: 

1. This “Ordinance amends the law 
relating to accessories to and abet- 
tors of indictable offences. 

2. Sections 2, 3, 4, 5, and 7, are 
re-enactments of sections 2 to 5 in- 
of Ordinance 
No. 3 of 1865, except that in each 
of these sections the words “Act or” 
are inserted before the word Ordin- 
ance, This: amendment is important 
for such cases az that of piracy with 
acts endangering life, which is made 
a felony by 7 William IV, and 1 
Viet. c. 88, 

3. As remainder has been abolish- 
ed (see section 70 of. Ordinance 9 of 
1899), section 6 of Ordinance No. 3 
of 1865 has not been re-enacted. 

4. Section 6 of this Ordinance re- 
enacts section 7 of Ordinance No. 3 
of 1865, 4 

& Section 18 repeals 
No. 3. of 1865.

MANCHESTER WEEKLY MARKET 
REPORT : ‘ 


James F, Hutton & Co., Lid. Man- 
chester, report on July 31: 

Undoubtedly the chief topic of the 
week has been the - progress. of ‘the 
wages dispute. . Over the weekend 
both sides failed to come to an agree- 
ment and on Monday morning -the 
majority. of mills became ‘idles A 
few have decided to carry on but 
they. can only operate as jong as 
they can obtain’ a cupply of yarn, 
and unless something in the nature 
of a settlement is soon reached, they 
too will be obliged to cease work. 
At present practically nothing has 
been done to. enable a basis for 
negotiation being reached, and things 
are little different than they were 
on Monday, except that the serious- 
ness of- the position is now apparent 
to those who did not anticipate a 
deadlock. it is as yet impossible to 
say how. long this state is likely to 
last, and one can only -hope that 
both sides will soon come together 
jn the interests of the trade. Spot 
cotton has deelined slowly from day 
to day, chiefly following on better 
weevil reports and improved weather 
news, which have been coring. to 
hand frem the States. 3 

The future trend is regarded as 
very uncertain, as the market is 
easily affected by cablegrams regard- 
ing the weather or weevil develop- 
ments. Generally speaking 
amount of enquiry dealt with- has 
been satisfactory, although actual 
business has been exceedingly difficult 
to negotiate, Calcutta has shown 
rather more interest than of late, 
chiefly in dhooties and the slighter 
white ‘styles. It is thought that this 
outlet intends to buy as soon as con- 
ditions improve somewhat. 
- China has enquired for a variety 
of styles,.-including grey shirtings, 
but so far little has been arranged. 

More interest has. been shown by 
the Near East, especially ‘in stack 
lots, ‘whilst Egypt has also been 
rather mere active. 2

“TIN STATISTICS _ 


PROGRESS OF GROWTH OF 

ss CONSUMPTION 2 
The latest tin returms covering 
the past* month, says a correspondent 
in the “Financial News” of July 2, 
would emphasise the . fact that the 
position of the metal has ‘become in- 
creasingly healthier within the- last 
three months. This is the outcome 
of the growth of consumption, chief- 
ly in. thé United States. The, de- 
crease in the visible supply on the 
month is little short of oxpectations, 
amounting to 828 tons at 23,936 tons, 
which. compares ‘with nearly. 26,000 
tons at the end of Fehruary.: The 
wantities coming into sight during 
une were. 11,152 tons, including 
Straits shipments to al! ports of 
8,699 tons. Against this total world 
deliveries of statistical tin amount to 
11,980 tons for the month, which 
compares with 13,429 . tons for May 
ond 11,145 tongs for June last year. 

Taking the returns for the six 
months, the supplies which came into 
sight amount to 73,485 tons, which 
is an increase of nearly 11,000 tons 
as compared with the same period 
last year, this, of course, being ac- 
counted for by the increased: produc 
tion, It is, however, very’ interesting 
to note that practically the whole of 
tthis increase has been absorbed by 
cutgoings. The total deliveries 
amount to about 72,500 tons, which 
is an excess of 10,770 tons as-against 
the first of last year. -

In -1916 Mr. Rosenfeld retired 
and the late Mr. Spunt assumed 
full control forming the firm of J. 
Spunt and Co. It was not until 
two yeans ago that the deceased 
took an interest in the sharebrok- 
ing business when he became a 
member of the Shanghai Share- 
brokers’ . Association. Since that; 
time he has taken a deep interest | ! 
in the Association and all its‘ 
affairs. ab 

Though physically unable to 
participate in any active sports, 
the deceased was a keen follower.

THE GOVERNMENT 


; (Continued, from Yesterday.) 


Continuing his speech at, the meet- 
ing of Furness Withy and Co., Limited, 
Sir Frederick W. Lewis, Bart., said:— 


Speaking in a ~ general sense, 
freight rates for vessels. of the ‘size 
operated by our companies have re- 
mained at a-low ‘level, and competi- 
tion from foreign tonnage has been 
keen. The chief reason for this 
state of affairs is no doubt the one 
I have already ‘alluded to—namely,. 
excess supply of tonnage over the 
demand for space,.but the keenness 
of the competition is. undoubtedly ac- 
centuated by the fact that. as a rule 
foreign tonnage can_ be operated 
more cheaply than British, and also 
many foreign lines are assisted by- 
direct or indirect. subsidies . in one 


form or another. 

Perhaps the. most active freight 
market has been..the Argentine: it 
ig also a fact to be remarked that” 
a considerable amount of tonnage has 
been loaded out to Australia with 
coal, in consequence of the troubles 
jin the local coalfields. This tonnage 
will, no doubt, to some extent ad- 
versely affect the homeward _ trade 
of the Far Eastern liners, but as a 
voyage to Australia and back for an 
ordinary bulk cargo carrier” may 
occupy as long as five months, the 
sending of this tonnage so far afield 
may tend to improve freight rates in 
the nearer trades during the autumn. 
We, at any rate, hope it -may be 
50.” 

For small tonnage, in which for 
all practical purposes our companies 
are’ not interested, the market has 
shown considerable activity. The 
small yessels have had a very poor 
time for a long while past, and the 
recent improvement must be - most 
welcome to them.- The foundation 
for the improvement seems to be the 
activity in chartering for_ the Rus- 
sian Baltic and White Sea. timber 
trade. i

In the ordinary way shipowners 
prefer, in common with most other 
businesses, that they should be as 
free as possible from political inter- 
ference, and I have no doubt that if 
immunity could be secured, shipown- 
ers would willingly undertake not to 
interfere in polities. It is, however, 
inevitable that there should be a cer- 
tain amount of political intervention, 
hoth national aad international, in 
regard to ships, as well as to the 
passengers and -cargoes they earry, 
and accordingly we have problems to 
deat with from time to time which 
surely must be more complex than 
any with which our ancestors _were 
aver’ faced. The difficulties inevitable 
to ‘such intervention are unnecessari- 
ly enhanced when, as often happens, 
international conventions are ‘agreed 
and signed on behalf of many coun- 
tries, and subsequently many of 
those countries, which have authoris- 
bd’ their,. delegates -to attach . their 
signatures, fait either to. ratify the 
convention or to give it legislative 
éffect, with the result that one is 
tempted to say, as I have, in fact, 
said elsewhere, that an International 
Maritime Convention is an agree~ 
ment entered into between a number 
6f. countries, but which is only bind- 
ing upon British shipowners. 
(Laughter.) 

Take the Hague Rules. as an ex- 
ample. The Convention was signed 


in Brussels in 1923, and Great Bri- | 


tain was the first to ratify and give 
legislative effect to what .had been 
ggreed and signed by all the dele- 
gates. Yet six years have elapsed 
and countries such as the United 
States, Germany, France, Japan, &c., 
ali great maritime countries, - have 
not. yet done so, Uniess one is in 
constant touch. with the situation, it 
is impossible to imagine some of the 
consequences of this anomalous posi- 
tion, but. for example. in a recent 
case the United States Courts held 
that a condition ‘inserted for the pro- 
tection of shipowners, in a British 
ship's bill. of lading—which was, in 
fact, a contract between a British 
shipowner and a British merchant 
for the transport of goods by a Bri- 
tish ship, and which in accordance 
with . British . law embodied the 
Hague Rules—was invalid as being 
eontraty to the pu policy of the 
United ‘States, a policy which was 
apparently’. designed many “years age 
for railroad - traffic. ..

COLLISION AT SEA | 


PASSENGER STEAMER SUNK 
; OFF CALIFORNIA 
SIXTY-FIVE DROWNED . 
. New York, Yesterday.

In the case of a 9,000 tons. cargo 
liner, for instance,’ a -48-hour week 
would mean an increase in the per- 
sonnel from 54 to 68 hands, and an 
extra cost in wages, victualling and 
Joss of freight space, &c., of over 
£3,500 per annum per steamer, plus 
a eapital expenditure of about £2,500 
per vessel for increased raft and 
lifeboat accommodation. If these 
figures be multiplied by’ the number 
of steamers. under . our control, one 
arrives at a very substantial figure. 
As it is quite obvious that under 
present conditions it would be im- 
possible to increase freight rates to 
compensate. for the additional costs, 
the extra cost involved (either the 
jnitial- capital cost, or interested and 
depreciation on it, plus the increased 
operating cost) would have to. be 
borne cither by shipowners, in which 
event présent meagre profits would, 
I am afraid, be stili further reduced

Trade Facilities Act in connedtion 
with shipbuilding. Much as everyone 
deplores the extent of unemployment 
in the shipbuilding . trades, and the 
consequent depression in the shipbuild- 
ing industry, I am not convinced that 
in the long run the granting of’ fin. 
ancial assistance under the Trade Faci- 
lities. Act is of any’ real and 
lasting benefit, for the reason that, 
as I have already shown, there is 
ample tonnage: afloat, ‘and any addi- 
tion to that tonnage, which is either 
accelérated or encouraged by financial! 
assistance, only tends .in the long run 
to increase the difficulties of: the ship- 
owning industry; and must ultimately 
reflect itself in a still deeper depres- 
sion in the shipbuilding trade. It has 
never been the experience of the past 
that when ships were really needed 
and could be profitably employed, their 
‘construction -has been hampered for 
lack of financial . facilities, |_There- 
fore, whilst our own compaities 

taken advantage of trade facilities 
finance in the past-~and would, no 
doubt, do-so again in the futurc—my 
ewn belief is that, taking the broad 
undesirable measure 
under conditions whieh. exist at pre- 
sent. : 

It would be a relief if I could avoid 
expressing any opinion in regard to 
the outlook for the current year. 
Frankly there are so many uncertain 
factors that one might almost as well 
tass up a coin. I remember saying on 
a previous occasion that shipowners 
often benefit from other - people's 
troubles, and as last season - Canada, 
for instanee, had a bumper crop, and 
unexpectedly shipping conditions were 
bad, it_may be that the reverse will 
apply this season, when the Canadian 
erap prospects are not so goad. If it 
should be so it looks as though we 
must in future form our judgment by 
contraries. Again, one cannot tell 
what may be the effect of the unfor- 
tunate quarrel between Russia and 
China, whether in consequence of a 
development of the trouble, there will 
rise a demand for transport, or whe- 
ther contrarily the existing export and 
import trade of those countries, parti- 
cularly of China, will. be so 
curtailed as adversely to affect ship- 
ping. Of one thing, however, one can 
be reasonably certain--that given a 
period of . undisturbed tranquallity, 
trade will devclop dnd expand, and 
with it shipping will again see pro~ 
perous times, in. which our own com- 
pany will, we hope share to the-fullest 
extent. P 2 

You will observe from the report 
that Mr. R. J. Thompson, our lato 
Newcastle manager, is retiring from 
the board.’ Mr. Thompson has been as- 
sociated with this -business for 40 
years, and has been a member of this 
board for 18 of those years. His col- 
leagues, and I am sure, the share.

we'l as in this country. Nor must we 
forget ou marine superintendents, and 
skilful and loyal officers and engineers, 
whose work and responsibilities are 
often insufficiently, recognised,

A FALSE: IMPRESSION - 

“Unless viewed in the light of the 
lack of orders to" replace the work 
on hand,“Lleyd’s Regiater Shipbuild- 
ing returns for the June quarter 
-may well create a false impression,” 
states the “Journal of Commerce” in 
a leading article. The figures, it 
adds,-are almost unexpectedly good. 
They reveal an amount of work on 
hand, close upon a million and a- 
half “tons, which is as mach ‘as 
251,000 tons more than that record- 
ed at the end of June last year.

Importance of Historical Element in Christianity

MODERN CHURCHMAN’S VIEWS 
[By Professor F. C. Burkitt, D.D., F.B.A.] 


(Continued frar. August 24.) 


Coming further down, it is not 
1ao much to say that the Egypt and 
Syria‘of the Tel-el-Amarna Letters 
is very different from the primitive 


s society depicted in the Bible tales 


of Abraham, Isaac and Jacob. With 
the Jater parts of Bible history it 
js of course different. We can now 
date both the capture of Samaria by 
the Assyrians and the capture of 
Nineveh by thé enemies of the 
Assyriana with accuracy. Surpris- 
ing documents from far up the Nile 
have thrown a curious side-light on 
the axe of Nehemiah and Sanballat. 
What is more important for religion 
is that we are learning to see in the 
revalt of the Jews under the leader- 
ship of Judas Maceabaeus and his 
brothers, two centuries before the 
Crucifixion of Jecus, not a mere 
episode of secular history, but a 
first public manifestation ina crude 
political form of the great fact that 
the religion of the post- ic Jews 
had become in gome respects a dif- 
ferent thing from that of the 
nations around them, a sign of that 
incompatibility which in the end 
wus to destroy the Jewish nation 
and yet to make one form of their 
religion into the dominating factor 
in the whole civilized world. But 
how different are all these  con- 
siderations, all-this presentation of 
what preecded the career of Jesus 
Christ, from the old way of regard- 
ing the Old Testament, shared by 
Catholic and Protestant alike! It 
is a new construction. We have 
taken away the first that we may 
establish the second. 
Medern View New 
li is not part of to-day’s discus- 
gion to go deeply into the very con- 
troversial details of the historical 
criticism of the’ New Testament. 
If I were to define my own views 
about the Gospel History ] should 
be found in some things too scepti- 
cal and revolutionary, in others too 
credulous and = conservative, by 
many among you--I do not doubt 
it. But there is one view about the 
tale of Jesus, the Gospel Epic. 
which does directly concern the 
subject in hand, about whieh séme- 
thing may be said, here, because it 
is a view which would destroy the 
vital root from which the histori- 
cal element in Christianity. derives 
its importance. The view which 
has found defenders in modern 
days that the Gospel tale is alto- 
gether mythical is really new; it 
cannot be traced in ancient times. 
There is, to my mind, a real dis- 
tinction between this modern 
heresy and the views of Mani and 
Marcion, and cven those of the 
Acts of John.

JUDGE “WU 


STATES POLICY IN. PRO- 
VISIONAL COURT

LAW HIS ONLY IDOL 

The inaugural statement issued 
by Judge John C.. H. Wu before 
his official assumption of the office 
of Acting President of the Shang- 
hai Provisional Court, discloses 
his policy to be a rigid adherence 
to the letter of the law. 

“Let me solemnly announce to 
the publie to-day that law will re- 
main -my only idot in- my pre- 
sidentia! capacity,” he said. “It is 
my sincere conviction that to stick 
to law at all, costs“is, in the long 

‘| run and on the whole, the best way 
of. serving my country.” These 
two excerphs from the inaugural 
statement outline the policy by 
| which Judge Wu says he will be 

| guided ‘during -his term of office. . 

A ‘former President of the 

_[ Court, - Judge Loo Hsing-yuan's 

policy. was regarded as one of co- 
operation with the local Consular 
Body. His successor, Dr. S. C. 
Ho, was accesed of pursuing a 
policy in which Chinese political 
influences were allowed to per- 
meate the Court’s functions. The 
eareers of both were _ short-lived. 
Judge Loo was peremptorily dis- 
missed from office and censured by 
the National Government for his 
wo-called laxity in dealing 
cases with a‘communist tinge. Dr. 
Ho's resignation was, according to 
his statement, solely actuated by 
a desire to retire, owing to over- 
work. 

To Atlow No Break 

Questioned by a representative of 
“The Shanghai Times,” Judge Wu 
stated that it was his desire to 
allow nv break in the administration 
}| of the Court's affairs. 

“The final paragraph of _ his 
atatement of xeneral principles 
which will guide him in- office, ex- 
presses the hope that both the 
foreign and Chinese staffs of the 
Court will continue to give their 
usual whole-hearted co-operation 
in their work which the Acting- 

President-elect feels is necessary 

towards the efficient administra- 
tion of the Court. 

Letters of congratulation have 
poured in to Judge Wu from a 
number of arganizations and in- 
dividuals, of both the. Chinese and 
foreign communities. Judge Wu; 
however, assumed his new 
office after an informal cere- 
mony, a part of which is the 
announcement of his inaugural 
statement in the Chinese and 
foreign papens.

His Royal Highness received 
greetings varying from enthusias- 
tic cries of “Vive le Prince” rais- 
ed fy the French scouts to the 
rattling of tomtoms by’ svouts 
from the East and the weird cries 
of the Zulus. 

Prince's Address 

Addressing the Scouts the 
Prince said it was surprising to 
_ see how the movement had yvrown

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Catholic’ Scouts In Camp At Sai Wan Bay 


TYPHOON CAUSES EXCITEMENT

Hungry, Smiling And Always Cheery — 


The following account of a four-day camp at.Sai Wan Bay has 
been forwarded to me by Scout F. Sequeira, of the Peacock tava 


(16th Hong Kong Catholic Cathedral Group).:— 


On Sunday, August 18° after 
Mass, we- went to Central 
Headquarters to draw the tents 
and necessary “gear. At 10 
am. the younger Scouts arriv- 
ed with all their precious things 
and by their faces you could tell 
they were very happy and one or 
two scouts shed a tear or two 
before taking leave of their 
parents. At 10.30 a.m. the lorry 
kindly lent by Mr. Vanini took ali 
the gear and some of the bigger 
Scouts to Sai Wan Bay. . The 
younger scouts travelled by Tram 


with the Scoutmaster to Shauki- 
wan and walked along the motor- 
road to Sai Wan Bay. Scout- 
master C. Sayer of the 20th H.K. 
Group, kindly came and assisted 
us. - : 

Water Difficulty 

-As it was raining on the first 
day the Seoutmaster after in- 
specting the ground and allotting 
the pitch to each tent gave orders 
for the tents to be erected imme- 
diately. The cooks then went on 
duty to prepare tiffin, but return- 
ed to report that no water is com- 
ing through the pipes. As the 
water-supply- was of the utmost 
importance and thus left- us 
in. such a predicament — the 
Scoutmaster immediately went to 
see what could be done and after 
inspecting the whole. line of pipes 
at last camé to the damaged part 
and repaired it but unfortunately 
the pipes were caoked. 

The Scoutmaster then interview- 
ed the village Elders and after a 
lengthy conference an arrange- 
ment was made to supply us with 
water for the whole five days, at 
$0.02. a bucket. 

At 5 pm. the Scouts had a taste 
of the sea and after this, as it 
was getting. dark they pre- 
pared the tents. 

They Were All Hungry 

At 8 pm. we had dinner and 

the hoys ate with such 


an appetite that would knock 
Gauzy Sam out hollow in an 
Eating Competition. - After some 
sing-song, anda cry of cocoa the 
boys said their night prayers, At 
10 pm. the “Lights Out’ | order 
was given and everything was 
still and silent and in less than 
5 minutes the boys were sleeping 
peacefully in their tent3 with 
Divine Providence protecting 
them.

“HOLIDAY BOOKS 


PART OF “PURSUIT OF . 
HAPPINESS” 

R. Thurston Hopkins, Author of 
“The Lure of Sussex,” “Kipling’s 
Sussex,” “Literary Landmarks in 
Devon and Cornwall” ete., writes:— 

Few people go away, for a holiday 
with a few books in their outfit, and 
as a holiday is an adventure, so 
holiday books are small adventures 
which impinge on the main 
adventure. I would: almost 
go further and say that my 
sentimentalism | about holiday 
reading ia so strong that rather 
than be separated from books on a 
vacation I would stay at home and 
‘sit in a deep chair in a well-stocked 
library. 

Reading is part of the great 
universal. “pursuit of happiness.” 
it is a pastime like cricket or 
billiards, only it is much more ad- 
venturesome and exciting, It is a 
sea to drown the monotony of life, 
and a magic sword to cut away the 
cares that beset.the days. I begin 
with these remarks because, though 
there is a great pleasure in review- 
ing a book:as a sharp serutinizer of 
workmanship, I am not one of those 
who think of nothing else but the 
eraft of letters every time I pick up 


‘a book. To read a book as'a dis- 


sector of sentences is, after all, not 
what I. might term a true “book 
adventuring.” I try not to allow 
reading to become ‘wearisome. I 
read because I enjoy the adventure 
of reading. I endeavour to be 
honest about it .... I should not 
like to catalogue here the titles of 


} famous books which bore me. I 


: 


should make so many enemies. I 
agree with Arnold Bennett when he 
says that many people use their 
literary knowledge a3 a cloak to 
eaver sins of narrowness, prejudice, 
and affection. Mr. Bennett writes: 
“Some of the most offensive persons 
I-have ever known. were. ‘great 
readers’—persons who: never went 
to bed without reading a scene from 
Shakespeare, who made an appre- 
ciation of ‘Marius the Epicurean’ 
a test of social decency, who scorned 
all modern fiction and poetry with 
reference to the ‘wholesome sanity 
of Scott, who were emphatically ‘up 
in dates,” and whose minds, to be 
‘rief, were a- coagulated mass of 
ponderous pretences,” 
,__A Pleasure 

No, reading should be a pleasure, 
not a duty. One has to wait for 
that curious book-hunger which 
comes over one when one least ex- 
pects it. Suddenly for some reasons 
or other that inexplicable heart- 
hunger for a certain book will’ fill 
the mind of a man. He will say to 
himself: “Siz Richard Burton .... 
the smell of the East,” and_he will 
hurry home to plunge into Sir 
Richard Burton’s “Kasidah,” which 
he may not have opened for twenty 
years. But I digress: holiday read- 
ing is the subject of this article. 

To the toiler and mofler—to the 
ordinary mortal—a holiday is some- 
thing which varies from a long 
week-end toa month, and during 
this period every tick of the clock 
is sacred.. I have read lists of 
holiday books prepared by Andrew 
Lang, Robert Blatchford .and 
Maurice Hewlett- which includes 
“Dante,” Machiavelli and Gibbon’s 
“Decline and Fall!” Oddsfish, what 
a formidable lot! No such books 
will ever be in my holiday haver- 


sack. The really sensible person— | 


that is. the person’ who thinks in}

imagine, keep to books. of a light.

One thing leads to another. 
Books of the antimacassar age are 
consulted and savoured; first one 
of Ouida’s novels; Puck” and -then 
her charming “Dog of Flanders, .” 
“Londen Society: Christmas Num- 
ber,” 1868, and a bound volume of 
“Belgravia.” - You are soon sur- 
rounded by a rampart of books. Tt 
is doubtful whether life can offer 
a pleasure at once more simple, 
intense, and free from “con- 
sequences” than a night of high ad- 
ventura with books. 
If it were my lot to be allowed 
to take one book only on a long 
and lonely pilgrimage which might 
take me away from all other books 
for years. I would forgo all the 
world’s classics and ask for the 
“Oxford Book of English Verse”— 
for it contains the greatest ‘and 
most heart-searching lines in Eng- 
lish letters. Every poem in this 
book flashes with the light that 
never was on sea or land; every 
line sets itself to the lost staves of 
romance .. .. So long. as the exile 
has the “Oxford Book of English 
Verse” in his tent or cabin he may 
commune with the authentic soul 
of Britain.
